GC Steel Merger Challenged 


Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader said Thursday afternoon 
that U, S. Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell twice vetoed 
proposals for the federal gov- 
ernment to oppose the National 
Steel Corporation’s Aug. 16 ac- 
quisition of Granite City Steel 
Co. 

Nader disagreed with Mitch- 
ell’s decision not to interfere 
with the merger and asserted 
that the merger in some ways 
could be viewed as “apparently 
illegal” in that the two firms 
have a combined share of “‘at 
least 15% of the market in sev- 
eral geographic and product 


‘Anything above 8% is pre- 
sumably illegal under present 
antitrust doctrine (guidelines),” 


Nader and Mark Green, who 
headed a private study of the 
merger, said in a joint state- 
ment. They asked for an expla- 
nation, 

F Unaware of Veto 


Nicholas P. Veeder, Granite 
City Steel executive, said 
he was unaware that Mitchell 
had vetoed recommendations 
that the U. 8. oppose the mer- 
ger. “I had no inside informa- 
tion,” Veeder sai 

In a letterto Mitchell, Nader 
and Green said, “It has come 
to our attention that Mr. 
(Richard W.) McLaren, for the 
antitrust staff on the case, 
twice recommended to you that 
an anti-merger suit be brought 
and that you twice refused, 


without public explanation off- 
ered.”” 

The two cited prior cases 
where the Justice Department 
had succeeded in opposing steel 
mergers, They said the depart- 
ment’s record until now “has 
been good.” 

They added, “Of all the’ in- 
dustries you could have chosen 
to emasculate doctrines of anti- 
trust and competition, steel is 
perhaps the poorest choice.” 
They quoted a study of the in- 
dustry commissioned by Presi- 
dent Nixon as saying that lack 
of competition is one reason for 
lack of productivity.

Salaried Work 
Force Cut at 
GC Steel Co. 


More than 100 supervisory 
personnel and other non-union 
employes of Granite “City Steel 
Co., were laid off last week in 
a further reduction of the work 
force. A spokesman for the lo- 
cal steel mill cited the ‘‘weak- 
est market for steel in ten 
years and inventory buildup” 
as the primary causes for the 
layoffs. 

Some employes at the Granite 
City plant were terminated, but 
others will be rehired when bus- 
iness picks up, probably in De- 
cember, the spokesman stated. 
A breakdown of a blast furnace 
last month and fewer orders 
for steel both contributed to 
the reduction of the salaried 
force. 

About one month ago, an es- 
timated 650 hourly union work- 
ers were laid off, including 200 
college students hired for the 
summer months. 

Demands for steel are down 
across the nation, largely as a 
result of customers stockpiling 
steel in expectation of a possible 
strike Aug. 1. A new contract 
was successfully negotiated and 
the strike failed to materialize. 

Granite City Steel and Laclede 
Steel have cut few workers 
compared to other areas, Lloyd 
McBride, district director of the 
United Steel Workers of Amer- 
ica, AFL-CIO, said. Both firms 
have Oct. 1 expiration dates on 
steel workers contracts (and 
follow in the national pattern) 
with a result that advance 
stockpiling did not occur to the 
extent as elsewhere. 

It is estimated that at least 
half of the 70,000 steel workers 
in the Chicago and northwest 
Indiana areas have been laid 
off in the past three weeks. 

Future layoffs at the Granite 
City plant were not ruled out 
by the company spokesman, 
who indicated that the employ- 
ment situation is uncertain at 
the present time. 

He said the latest layoffs had 
no relation at all to the firm’s 
recent acquisition by National 
Steel Co. of Pittsburgh. Eventu- 
ally, total employment here is 
expected to increase, he added.

Parents of Dunbar School 
students attempted to register 
them at Louis Baer School and 
Madison Junior High School 
this morning in a dispute over 
the condition of the Duhbar fa- 
cility. 

The parents met with school 
officials Friday night and de- 
manded that Dunbar School be 
closed as unsafe. They said 
they would attempt to register 
the 500 students at other 
schools in the district and 
would not allow them to attend 
Dunbar. 

Fred Riddle, school superin- 
tendent, said this morning that 
the students are being allowed 
to fill in late registration cards 
at the schools and registration 
is proceeding “‘orderly and 
quiet.” 

He said parents will be sent 
a letter after registration no- 
tifying them what school their 
children must attend, which 
will include assignment to Dun- 
bar School for those in that 
district. 

Riddle maintained 
simply impossible for us to 
put these students at other 
schools. We do not have the 
room.” 

He said the parents’ demand 
to close the Dubar school is an 
issue which will have to be 
taken through the courts and 
can not be settled by the school 
board. 

“If the court orders us to 
close Dunbar, the federal gov- 
ernment will have to send us 
tents or something in which to 
have classes," Riddle said.

The project, conceived as a 
means of revitalizing the down- 
town area, has the full support 
of the Granite City council 
which confirmed: the appoint- 
ment by Mayor Donald Part- 
ney of the Board of Local Im- 
provements which will be neces- 
sary for assessment of property 
within the area.

fic. 

Other Improvements 

‘The program also will include 
installation of serpentine streets 
and the widening of pedestrian 
travelways on Niedringhaus Av- 
enue from 20th Street to 19th 
Street, with change of curb and 
sidewalk line for control, ac- 
cess and parking by vehicular 
traffic, and the planting of 
trees and shrubs for the beauti- 
fication of such area, “‘all of 
which is for the purpose of 
creating a Downtown Shopping 
Mall for the benefit and im- 
provement of said district and 
properties lying therein," ac- 
cording to the petition.

Basic population and housing 
information from the 1970 cen- 
for small areas, called 
ensus Tracts” by the Census 
Bureau, is now available for the 
metropolitan area of St. Louis. 
Census tracts are small areas 
into which large cities and ad- 
jacent areas (Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical Areas, or 
SMSA’s) have been divided for 
statistical purposes. 

Tract boundaries were estab- 
lished cooperatively by local 
committees and the Bureau of 
Census and were generally de- 
signed to be relatively uniform 
with respect to population char- 
acteristics, economic status and 
living conditions. The average 
tract has about 4,000 inhabit 
ants 


Tract information now avail- 
able in tabular form, in advance 
of census tract reports which 
will start coming out this fall, 
includes number of people in 
each tract and some of their 
characteristics, such as sex, 
color, age groupings, etc.; and

SPRINGFIELD — Democratic 
State Auditor Michael J. How- 
lett is expected to formally an- 
nounce that he will seek the 
party’s nomination for gover- 
nor on Oct. 1.

But in. his broadly 
dropped hints and speeches 
throughout the state, the one 
thing that Howlett has always 
stressed is the fact that he 
would go before the Democratic 
State Central Committee and 
present his credentials as to 
why party leaders should en- 
dorse him for the gubernatorial 
post. 

Howlett is one of the first and 
has been consistent on the mat- 
ter about going before the Cen- 
tral Committee to seek that 
group's endorsement. 

The Central Committee will 
meet later this year to inter- 
view the possible candidates for 
statewide offices. This time, the 
gathering of the group will be 
one of the most important in 
recent years. In the final an- 
alysis, the work of the commit- 
tee will boil down to one man— 
Chicago's. Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, the state’s number one 
Democrat: 

Thus far only one candi- 
date—Dan Walker—has said 
he will run in the Demo- 
cratic Party primary elec- 
tion with or without the sup- 
port of the party regulars. 
Walker is currently walking 
from Cairo to Chicago by 
way of Granite City and 
Mitchell in an effort to build 
a broad base of support and 
to find out what the man on 
the street is thinking. 

Lt. Gov. Paul Simon of Troy 
is expected to make some type 
of an announcement on his po- 
litical future after Labor Day. 
Simon probably would like to 
run for governor against Re- 
publican Gov.

Nixon Freeze 
Mixed Blessing 


President Nixon’s wage-price 
freeze is a mixed blessing for 
students at Southern Illinois 
University - Southwestern. Tui- 
tion will be lower this fall but 
a voluntary group insurance 
program will not be available 
because of the price freeze. 

Even though a tuition in- 
crease adopted last January 
was not covered by the freeze 
the SIU Board of Trustees 
voted to defer collecting it dur- 
ing the fall quarter because of 
the hardships it might cause 
parents and students who in- 
comes were frozen. Refunds 
are now being made to those 
who had pre-paid fall tuition at 
the higher rate. 

Students will not be as for- 
tunate with their voluritary 
health insurance program. Blue 
Cross which has made a plan 
available to students each fall, 
has informed university offi- 
ficials that it will not be able 
to serve the campus with a 
voluntary plan because of the 
price freeze. 

Blue Cross reports claims 
have exceeded premium in- 
come by 14%. Blue Cross was 
willing to renew the voluntary 
plan if the premium payments 
could be increased, or would be 
willing to write a new plan if 
the university would institute a 
compulsory insurance plan. The 
Blue Cross legal departments 
advised that a premium in- 
crease is prohibited under the 
price freeze order and the uni- 
versity’s trustees have opposed 
any compulsory insurance plan. 
About 550 students of the 13,700 
used the voluntary plan last 
year. 

University officials are advis- 
ing students who want health 
insurance to make individual 
arrangements, 

The loss of the voluntary 
group plan will not affect the 
operation of the Health Service 
at the University.

Transit Plan Would Provide New Services; Engineers Say It Is Economically Feasible 


The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Rapid Transit Feasibility 
Study is completed and has 
been presented to the Bi-State 
Dévelopment Agency and East- 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council, The final report con- 
sists ofa two-volume set. 

The study was accomplished 
in accordance with an agree- 
ment between the Bi-State 
Agency and the joint engineer- 
ing venture (consortium) of 
Parsons - Brinckerhoff - Tudor - 
Bechtel-Sverdrup & Parcell. 

It was conducted as a cooper- 
ative effort by the consortium 
and . Bi-State, the Missouri and 
Illinois state highway depart- 
ments, the East-West Gateway 
Council and a number of public 
and private organizations and 
individuals, 

Costs, Benefits 

Purpose was to determine the 
type of ‘mass transit system, or 
systems, most appropriate for 
the St, Louis Metropolitan Area 
in the future; to evaluate alter- 
nate systems, configurations 
and routings; and to provide 
decision-makers with sufficient 
information. concerning costs, 
benefits and related factors to 
permit early selection and im- 
plementation of a plan to guide 
the development of the area’s 
“transit system. 

The overall transportation 
plan delineated in the report 
comprises: 

a) An Early Action Program 
designed to initiate community 
decisions pertinent to imple- 
mentation of the overall pro- 
gram and to improve public 
transportation for the area as 
quickly as possible 

b) A long-range transit pro- 
gram consisting of seven rapid 
transit lines extending. over 
86 miles and including 59 sta- 
tions and a complementary bus 


network of 96 local routes, three, 


express routes and 17 rapid bus 
lines. Granite City is included. 


A possible addition is a railroad 
(Kirkwood) line rapid transit 
service of 14 miles and seven 
stations. 

Improve Present System 

The major portion of the 
Early Action Program is relat- 
ed to capital and service im- 
provements of the existing Bi- 
State Transit System. The ma- 
jor capital expendtures would 
include: 

1. Purchase of 600 new ad- 
vance design buses. 

2. Purchase of additional two- 
way radios to complete equip- 
ping ail buses. 

3. Erection of new passenger 


shelters at system transfer 4! 


points. 

4. Consolidation and modern- 
ization of garages and mainte- 
nance facilities. 

Proposed service 
ments include: 

1, New and extended express 
routes—Four new express lines 
and three extensions in Mis- 
souri, Two new express lines 
and one extension in Illinois. 

More Park-Ride Lots 

2. Creation of additional park- 
ride lots, 

3. Inauguratidn of an experi- 
mental Downtown circulatory 
system using mini-buses. 

4, Inauguration of reserved 
curb lanes for buses on selected 
arterial routes) during peak 
hours. 

5. The setting aside of Locust 
between Broadway and Ilith 
Street in St. Louis for exclusive 
use by buses between 4 p.m. 
and 6 p.m. 

6. Use of the reversible lanes 
on the Mark Twain Expressway 
exclusively for bus operations. 

The consortium estimated that 
the additional cost of the bus 
improvement program would be 
$38 million and that implemen- 
tation could bé progressively 
achieved in’ five years depend- 
ing Upon the availability of 
funds.

In a southwesterly direction 
along the Gravois Corridor to 
Crestwood. 

The cross-town lines serve: 

The Inner-belt Corridor 
through Clayton from Hazel- 
wood on the north to Affton on 
the south. 

The Kingshighway Corridor 
from Interstate 270 on the north 
to Gravois and Morganford 
Roads on the south. 

It is anticipated that the 
total transit system would 
attract more than 600,000 
riders a day by 1990. 

Two-way, 24-hour 1990 
volumes on the rapid transit 
lines at maximum load 
points would vary from 17,- 
100 on the north-east line to 
over 40,000 on the Kings- 
highway line. 

Peak-hour, peak direction 
volumes at the maximum 
load points are expected to 
range from about 2,700 to 
6,300 passengers, 

Cost’ and revenue studies in- 
dicate that operating costs, in- 
cluding vehicle depreciation, 
would be recovered with a fare 
schedule consisting of a basic 
adult fare of 30 cents for the 
first 4.9 miles of travel plus 
five cents a mile for each ad- 


ditional mile traveled and a 
student fare of 20 cents for all 
trips. 

At the fare level stipulated— 
which is considered competitive 
with the automobile—the rapid 
transit component will receive 
operating costs and fund de- 
preciation on rolling stock with 
a resulting surplus. 

The pus component will pro- 
duce a deficit based on the 
assumed fare structure and 
service schedule outlined in the 
report. It is expected, however, 
that the system can be sched- 
uled and programmed so that 
fare levels can be established 
to recover all operating costs. 

Legislation on Naming Board 

After analysis by the consult- 
ants it was considered that the 
compact between the states of 
Missouri and Illinois that estab- 
lished the Bi-State Development 
Agency of the Missouri-Illinois 
Metropolitan District endowed 
that agency will all the powers 
required to plan, construct and 
operate the system described in 
the Long-Range Transit Pro- 
gram. 

The consultants suggested 
that the method of choosing the 
governing board of the Bi-State

The northwest line from the 
St. Louis Central Business Dis- 
trict to Interstate 270 and Lind- 
bergh Blvd. by way of Lambert 
Field and the McDonnell-Doug- 
las complex. 

The west line from the St. 
Louis Central Business District 
to the first station north of 
Clayton on the Inner-belt line. 

The Missouri-Iilinois connector 
from East St. Louis to the Cen- 
tral Business District using the 
railroad deck of Eads Bridge. 

A portion of ‘the southwest 
line from the St, Louis Cen- 
tral Business District to Broad- 
way and Chippewa Street. 

The first-phase rapid transit 
program consists of 32 miles of 
rapid transit lines and 28 sta- 
tions. 

The order-of-magnitude esti- 
mate of total cost at 1970 price 
levels is $633 million. Two-thirds 
of this total would come from 
federal sources, with the re- 
maining one-third provided by 
loca] sources. 


Chouteau Drainage 
Unit Gets State Funds 


Val Oshel, Illinois Vivil De- 
fense director, has announced 
final payment of $1,371 to the 
Chouteau Island Drainage and 
Levee District in Madison 
County by the Illinois Civil De- 
fense Agency. The total amount 
of the claim, made possible un- 
der Public Law 875, was $3,071 
for repair or replacement of 
public property damaged dur- 
ing the 1968 flood. 

Oshel said payments are 
made to communities through 
the Illinois Civil Defense Agen- 
cy, which is responsible for 
directing flood control. 

Total claims for repair and 
replacement of public proper- 
ties damaged by natural disas- 
ters in Illinois during 1970 
amount to more than $800,000, 
Oshel said. More than $4 mil- 
lion in flood damage was re- 
ported in’ 1969.

How Long to Keep Tax Records? 


(Interrial Revenue Service) 


Q) I want to clear out 
some of my old bank rec- 
ords, check stubs, canceled 
pills and the like. Is there 
any need to keep these per- 
sonal records for tax pur- 
poses? 

A) Records should be kept 
as long as they are material in 
administering any Federal tax 
law. 

‘As a general rule, the IRS 
may assess additional tax or 
you may claim a refund within 


three years of the due date of 
a return. 

Therefore, any. record you 
might need to support -an item 
listed on your return should be 


_ kept-at least three years. 


Naturally, you will want to 
keep some records longer. 

For example, records on the 
purchase of a home or the ac- 
quisition of stock should be kept 
longer, because they will be 
needed for your tax return when 
the assets are sold or ex- 
changed.

Most university presidents begin their serv- 
ice as strangers to the campuses they are chosen 
to lead. When Dr. Rendleman becomes the first 
president of Southern Illinois University-South- 
western Sept. 1, he will be climaxing 20 years 
of service at the SIU system, the last three as 
chancellor at SIU-SW. 

he new president came to SIU at Carbon 
dale in 1951 as an assistant professor of gov- 
ernment and acting legal counsel. Since then 
he has served as legal counsel, acting director of 
personnel, executive director of business affairs, 
gencral counsel, vice-president for business af- 
fairs and chancellor. 

At 44 years of age, Rendleman will be one 
of the youngest presidents of any major univer- 
sity in the U. S. He has helped transform the 
SIU system from a single, provincial teacher 
college campus into one of the largest multi 
versities in the nation. 

In his first speech after becoming chan- 

cellor, Rendleman said, ‘This campus can be 
the pacesetter for American higher education in 
the next decade; there is no place with greater 
potential for change and growth.’ Three years 
of service as chancellor have not changed that 
view. 
Rendleman came here at the e the cam- 
pus was first beginning to flex its academic mus- 
cles and strive for eventual autonomy. The new 
president has led campus progress toward the 
maturity that has been recognized by the Board 
of Trustees in its decision to name presidents 
for each of the main SIU campuses. 

Rendleman has emphasized participation 
from all segments of the university in the gov- 
erance. With his encouragement, a new Uni- 
versity Senate was created, giving representation 
to faculty, non-academic personnel and students 
on the top policy recommending body for the 
campus. : 

The new president's concern for the welfare 
of individual students, and his ability and will- 
ingness to meet them face-to-face to work out 
thorny issues, has kept the 


campus peaceful 


while other universities have not been as for- 
tunate. “We know he cares about us” is a com- 
ment heard from many students. 


Rendleman puts his concern for students 
into action that has visibly changed the campus. 
He established a campus day care center to pro- 
vide a place for children while student mothers 
attend classes long before these centers became 
commonplace. Innovative educational programs 
have also been designed to place mothers for- 
merly on welfare rolls into productive employ- 
ment. 


When Women’s Lib leaders in the area 
took aim at the campus, they found the new 
president had anticipated the movement and 
the university was already working actively to 
provide equal opportunity and pay to women 
members of the faculty and staff. A faculty 
welfare committee had investigated and re- 
ported that the university would “rank higher 
than the national average in terms of recom- 
pense for qualified wome: and that there 
“no apparent pattern of discrimination in rank. 

Growth of the campus has been steady 
during Rendleman's chancellorship. He saw the 
need for a master plan for academic and physi- 
cal development early in his administration and 
SIU-SW now has a 10-year projection which is 
revised on an annual basis to provide both 
long-range goals and ‘the flexibility needed by 
a young university. It is the first comprehensive 
plan ever developed for this campus. 

Under President Rendleman, the School of 
Dental Medicine was established and develop- 
ment has progressed to the point that a fresh- 
man class of 24 students will be admitted next 
year. The dental school is the first of several 
professional schools which are likely to be estab- 
lished here during the next decade, changing the 
emphasis of the campus from undergraduate to 
graduate education. 

The first doctoral degree program is now 
before the Board of Higher Education awaiting 
approval and the BHE is expected to vote in 
September on a proposed master degree pro- 
gram in city and regional planning. A bachelor 
degree program in sanitation technology, the 
first of its kind in the country, and master pro- 
grams in philosophical studies and speech also 
have been instituted under Rendleman. Gradu- 
ate degrees in 41 fields are now offered here. 

Rendleman views the campus as a signifi- 
cant part of the total metropolitan area. His 
goal has been to develop an educational pro- 
gram that serves specific metropolitan needs. 
If he could, he would wipe the Mississippi River 
off the map, since he views it as an artificial 
barrier separating two mutually dependent 
urban areas. Instead, he has worked to bring 
the areas together culturally through the Mis- 
sissippi River Festival, which has been held on 
the campus for the last three summers. 

The long-range plan projects an SIU-SW 
enrollment of 20,000 by 1980, with a faculty 
and staff of 3,455. Whether these goals are 
reached depends on the availability of funds 
and the cooperation the university receives from 
many different sources. 

The new president's personal philosophy 
is highlighted by a quotation from Samuel John- 
son displayed on his office bookshelf, “Nothing 
will ever be attempted if all possible objections 
must be first‘ overcome.'’ This philosophy has 
helped Southern Illinois University’s Southwest- 
ern campus develop to its present state and is 
the key to the educational innovations which 
those who know the new president anticipate 
will be taking place.

1 have discovered in the serv- 
ice on this committee that air- 
lines and others responsible for 
improvement of our environ- 
ment are proceeding with tech- 
nological studies in every ef- 
fort to improve our environment 
as quickly as possible. 

I can certainly sympathize 
with residents of the area in 
which the airport is to be lo- 
cated, particularly with those 
whose land will be taken and 
those whose homes will be up- 
rooted. I, therefore, strongly 
urge the Airport Authority to 
do everything possible to make 
the inconveniences suffered by 
these people as painless as 
possible. 

There is no question in my 
mind that the area, including 
Madison County, St. Clair Coun- 
ty and Monroe County, desper- 
ately needs the economic and 
commercial assistance that this 
airport of the future can bring. 

The great economic and com- 
mercial benefit that will result 
to the citizens of the Illinois 
portion of the St. Louis metro- 

tan area as a result of the 
building of this airport is of a 
scope that is probably not fully 
realized by anyone, including 
myself. 

However, it is obvious that 
it will create thousands of jobs 
in construction, in the operation 
of the airport and in related 
governmental, commercial and 
industrial uses on the Illinois 
side as well as in the entire St. 
Louis metropolitan area.

Workers Have Traveled Long Road 


(The United States is the 
greatest industrial nation on 
earth, a strength that would not 
have been possible without the 
progressiveness and growth of 
America’s labor movement. 
This is the first of two articles 

with the rise of Amer- 
ica’s labor force.)

In the lobby of the AFL-CIO 
building: in Washington, D. C., 
is a huge mural depicting 
America’s worker. Tall and 
brawny, he carries over his 
shoulder the tools of his trade. 

He has his arm around his 
wife and young son who are 
seated on a slab of stone bear- 
ing the simple inscription “La- 
bor Is Life.” 

America’s worker. He has 
come a long, long way since 
this nation’s beginnings more 
than 300 years ago. 

He has toiled through social 
revolution, civil war and inter- 
national conflict. And all the 
while he has tried to improve 
conditions for ‘himself and his 
fellow man. 

The labor movement has had 
a long and colorful history in 
the United States. 

‘The search for better working 
conditions goes as Yar back as 
the colonies, but the- unioniza- 
tion of workers didn't emerge 
until after the Revolutionary 
War. 

Crafts such.as the carpen- 
ters, shoemakers, and print- 
ers had separate organiza- 
tions as early as 1791, but 
they were more social 
groups than rights-seeking 
bodies. 

The first recorded meet- 
ing of worker and employer 
representatives over labor 
demands took place in 1799 
between shoemakers and 
their employers in Philadel- 
phia, 

Feudalism never got a start 
in America and—with no power- 
ful landed nobility and clergy 
to worry about—the rise of 
America’s labor movement has 
been largely economic. 

By the 1830s, organized union 
groups were appearing through- 
out industrial America. In 1834, 
the organization of union groups 
—the National Trades’ Union— 
was formed. 

A trend toward higher wages 
and shorter hours was apparent 
by 1860. 

Early in the century dawn-to- 
dusk shifts were the order of 
the day. Wages which averaged 
about $1 a day for a common 
laborer in 1820 rose to around 
$1.25 in 1850. 

Skilled artisans jumped from 
$1.25 to $2 and more during the 
same period. 

The Civil War brought 
with it vigorous industrial 
growth in the north. 

Large quantities of muni- 
tions and other war-related 
goods cranked up the wheels 
of economic progress and 
created a new need for 
skilled workers. 

In 1863, there were about 80 
local unions in 20 northern 
states. But in one short year, 
more than 300 local unions had 
been formed. 

Again, the objective of the 
unions was to insure what one 
local of the period termed ‘a 
betterment of all conditions for 
all workers.” 

Labor unions did not boast 
membership percentages any- 
where near as high as they are 
today. 

Even in 1872, when union pop- 
ularity reached an all-time 
high, there were only some 300,- 
000 members. But the seeds of 
unionism were firmly estab- 
lished. 

The Noble Order of the 
Knights of Labor was founded 
by Uriah S. Stephens in 1869 as 
a small local union of garment 
workers in Philadelphia. 

From an estimated member- 
ship of 10,000 in 1879, the 
Knights of Labor claimed more 
than 700,000 members by 1886 
throughout the United States. 

The Knights of Labor had 
progressive aims. 

It fostered the concept of a 
cooperative, not competitive, so- 
ciety in which workers would 
be able to fully enjoy the wealth 
they created. Internal strife, 
however, led to the decline of 
the Knights of ‘Labor and by 
1390, there were fewer than 
100,000 members. 

‘A new organization had been 
growing during this same 
period. 

Devoted to what it called 
“pure and simple unionism,” 
the Federation of Organized 
Trades and Labor Unions 
(FOTLU) blossomed under the 
leadership of two cigarmakers, 
Samuel Gompers and Adolph 
Strasser. 


25 Years Ago 


The rift within the ranks 
of the Knights of Labor 
leadership caused an amal- 
gamation of the two groups 
out of which grew a new or- 
ganization, the American 
Federation of Labor (AFL) 


dent, a position he held ex- 

cept for one year until his 

death in 1924, 

The AFL consolidated its po- 
sition as the principal federa- 
tion of American unions for, the 
next 30 years. By the outbreak 
of World War I, there were two 
million AFL members. 

Although the AFL ,was suc- 
cessfully developing along 
“pure and simple’’ lines of un- 
ionism, there were other more 
revolutionary unions challenging 
the AFL. ‘ 

They followed the doctrine 
that labor was involved in a 
deep class struggle and that a 
political and revolutionary of- 
fensive was the best way to 
further the cause of labor in 
America, 

Opposition came from such 
quarters as the Socialist Labor 
Party and the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World. 

The stock market crash of 
1929 and subsequent widespread 
unemployment hurt the labor 
union movement. 

But there was still prog- 
ress. For example, the 
Davis-Bacon Act of 1931 de- 
termined the prevailing 
rates for workers engaged 
in public works construction. 
The Norris-LaGuardia Act the 

following year drastically lim- 
ited judicial restrictions on 
strikes, boycotts and picketing. 

In 1933, the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act guaranteed 
the rights of employes to organ- 
ize or join unions and to bar- 
gain collectively with their em- 
ployers. 

The NIRA was declared in- 
valid by the Supreme Court in 
1935, but a few months later the 
same principles were incorpo- 
rated into the National Labor 
Relations Act, 

Better known as the Wagner 
Act, it guaranteed employes 
“the right of self-organization, 
to form, join, or assist labor or- 
ganizations, to bargain collec: 
tively. through representatives 
of their own choosing, and to 
engage in concerted activities 
for the purpose of collective 
bargaining or other mutual aid 
or protection.” 

A schism within the ranks 
of the AFL in 1935 forced 
six affiliated unions to form 
a Committee for Industrial 
Organization (CIO) - whose 
purpose it was to promote 
the organization of workers 
in mass production and un- 
organized industries and en- 
courage their affiliation with 
the AFL. 

The AFL executive council, 
however, characterized the ClO 
as ‘dual’ and requested its im- 
mediate disbandment. The CIO 
refused. 

The CIO held its first conven- 
tion in 1938, was reorganized as 
a federation of national and in- 
ternational unions under the 
title “Congress of Industrial 
Organizations.” 

John L. Lewis, president. of 
the United Mine Workers was, 
elected president of the CIO. 

During World War Il, organ- 
ized labor played an active role 
in the government's war pro- 
duction program, 

Union membership flour 
ished during the war, par- 
ticularly in such fields as. 
shipbuilding, automaking 
and aircraft construction. 
The cornerstone of modern 

labor practices in America is 
the Taft-Hartley Act of 1947. A 
series of post-war work stop- 
pages and unsettled labor-man- 
agement picture revived and 
strengthened opposition to the 
Wagner Act. 

Sen, Robert A. Taft argued 
that although the act had meant 
to establish ja “balance” of 
rights and responsibilities be- 
tween workers and employers, 
it had gone“far beyond any 
such balance. 

Together with Congressman 
Fred A. Hartley, Taft sponsored 
a rewriting of the act. 

Despite strong objections by 
organized labor—and even a 
presidential veto—the Labor 
Management Relations Act be- 
came law on June 23, 1947. 

Among the provisions of the 
Taft-Hartley Act were a ban of 
the closed shop, a 60-day cool- 
ing-off period for strikers, an 
end of political contributions 
from unions and permission for 
employers to sue unions | for 
broken contracts or damages 
inflicted during a strike.

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Increased Penalties for 
Armed Violence, Robberies 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
approved legislation (HB 593) 
which provides increased penal- 
ties for armed violence or 
armed robbery convictions. 

The bill provides a minimum 
five-year prison term for per- 
sons convicted of ‘armed rob- 
bery. Upon a second or subse- 
quent conviction, a person shall 
receive a minimum eight-year 
term. 

In other actions, the governor 
has approved: 

HB 217, making the posses- 
sion of a highway sign by any 
person other than a highway 
employe, a misdemeanor. 

HB 507, validity annexations 
or detachments of territory to 
and from school districts de- 
spite the lack of an election on 
the retention of existing bonded 
indebtedness of the districts in- 
volved.

County Clerk to Process Bingo Licenses 


County Clerk Eulalia Hotz 
announced Friday that her 
office will have full responsi- 
bility for processing bingo ap- 
plications in Madison County. 

According to Miss Hotz, only 
licensed organizations will be 
permitted to conduct bingo 
games. These include not-for- 
profit religious, charitable, 
labor, fraternal, educational or 
veterans’ organizations which 
have been in existence five 
years before applying for a li- 
cense. The fee for the license is 
$200. 

The Illinois Department of 
Revenue, responsible for the 
administration of bingo, will 
receive 10% of the gross pro- 
ceeds of the games. The money 
will be divided equally between 
the Mental Health and Common 
School Funds. 

Legal on Oct. 1 

Bingo will not be legal until 
Oct. 1, Any organization or in- 
dividual conducting or parti- 
cipating in Bingo games before 
that date will be subject to pen- 
alties. 

Violation of the law is a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine 


of $500 or a year’s imprison- 
ment, or both. 

“My office is eager to begin 
assisting our local organiza- 
tions planning to apply for 
Bingo licenses. Applications 
will be available on Sept. 15.

Environment Workshop 
Emphasizes Clean-Ups 


Twenty-two children from 
East St. Louis have a better 
understanding of the environ- 
ment and methods to preserve 
it after attending a five-day 


workshop at the Outdoor Lab- 
oratory at Little Grassy in Car- 
bondale last week. 

The workshop was coordi- 
nated through the University 
Services Office in East St. 
Louis, a unit of Southern Illi- 
nois University - Southwestern. 
Funds were provided through 
the Illinois Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, which is trying to 
stimulate ecological awareness 
among the youth of the state. 

Pollution problems of the air 
and water, including noise, 
were studied at the Carbondale 
workshop, according to Curtis 
Thomas of the University Serv- 
ices staff. 


Thomas said the children 
were trained for a program to 
be implemented next year 
called the “Summer Program 
for Action to Renew the Envir- 
onment” (SPARE) which: is 
conducted by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency in collab- 
oration with the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps and the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 


SPARE will involve disad- 
vantaged youth in more than 
100 cities and has several ob- 
jectives, said Thomas. The pro- 
gram will provide jobs, but 
environmental awareness is im- 
portant to East St. Louis due 
to the large number of health 
hazards in| the area. 


Thomas said, “By next sum- 
mer these 22 young people will 
be well on the way to organiz- 
ing cleanup drives and solid 
waste programs, and will pro- 
vide motivation to the city and 
parents to practice sound envi- 
ronmental management at home 
and at work."

Veterans Seeking Aid at 
Record Pace in Illinois 


John B. Naser, director of the 
Veterans Administration region- 
al office in Chicago, said last 
week that Illinois veterans are 
seeking VA benefits at a record 
rate this summer. 

An average of 1,000 veterans 
a week visit the VA contact of- 
fice at 2030 West Taylor Street 
in Chicago for personal coun- 
seling. An average of 7,384 
seek advice and assistance from 
the VA via the telephone in an 
average week, Naser said. 

“Many thousands more either 
call on or are visited on a 
scheduled basis by VA field 
contact officers throughout the 
state, or by service organiza- 
tion representatives who do a 
very good job of supplementing 
VA efforts to reach all Illinois 
veterans,” the VA director de- 
clared. 

Veterans in the state write to 
the VA office in Chicago at an 
average rate of 5,000 letters 
weekly. In addition, VA serv- 
ices, on a regular basis, almost 
30,919 veterans attending 251 
institutions of higher learning 
in the state. 


Expenditures Increased 


Naser said VA is responsible 
for bringing $1,607,000 annually 
into the state of Illinois and that 
increased benefits and addition- 
al outreach efforts from an ex- 
panded regional office staff will 
increase this annual expendi- 
ture substantially. 

The VA, while not responsible 
on a Federal level for assist- 
ing veterans in finding jobs, 
Naser said, conducts or cooper- 
ates in job fairs and benefit 
clinics. VA also is increasing 
its on-the-job training efforts to 
persuade small and big  busi- 
ness in the entire state to take 
advantage of the VA wage and 
salary subsidies when employ- 
ing and training jobless vet- 
erans. 

The VA on-the-job training 
program has 7,133 Vietnam vet- 
erans currently enrolled, Naser 
said. Single veterans in the pro- 
gram receive a salary or wage 
supplement of $108 a month for 
the first six months and a grad- 
uated reduction in the monthly 
stipend thereafter, up to two 
years while employed. Married 
veterans with dependents are 
paid more, Naser said. 


veterans, although he noted a 
sharp increase in G.I. loan ac- 
tivity here since world war II 
home loan benefits were re- 
stored. 


New laws governing mobile 
home loan guarantees by the 
VA account for some of the in- 
crease, Naser said. The VA 
director anticipates increased 
VA activity “across the board 
during the coming months.” He 
is confident VA employees will 
be hired to take care of the in- 
creased load. 


He said since 1948 monthly 
payments for total disability for 
veterans have increased to as 
much as $1,120; widows’ com- 
pensation due to service deaths 
to a high of $426; parents, com- 
pensation due to service deaths 
to a high of $218; veteran pen- 
sion rates to a high of $132; 
widow pension rate to $81, with 
higher rates prevailing for 
widows with dependents. All 
pension payments are based on 
90 days of wartime service and 
need measured by other in- 
come, he said.

Swank said officials of. the 
federal Health, Education and 
Welfare Department in Wash- 
ington have indicated that some 
exceptions would be made to 
final rules. “So we will have 
to wait and see just what those 
exceptions are going to be.” 

Swank added, “No doubt these 
exceptions will have some effect 
on the final outcome of Illinois’ 
plan.” 

The director said, ‘Hopefully 


we will have something defi-_ 


nite by the end of September 
or the first of October.” He 
added, “It will take another 
30 to 60 days to come up with 
some plan.” 

Once the exceptions are told, 
Swank said, “We can firm up 
the plan pretty fast.” 

At the present time, it is dif- 
ficult to determine or estimate 
what the dollar figure would be 
on savings in the public aid 
program. Presently, public aid 
rolls continue to soar. During 
June, the latest month for 
which records are available, 
there were 863,457 persons re- 
ceiving some type or form of 
public 

State officials are hopeful 
that the work program can be 
well in operation by the end 
of the year. 

During May, in a_ special 
message to the General As- 
sembly on welfare, Ogilvie 
called for the employment of 
all able-bodied recipients re- 
ceiving public aid. 

Ogilvie said his program “was 
founded on the old-fashioned 
notion of working for a living. 
All recipients of public assist- 
ance who are able to work 
should work. And we are offer- 
ing a realistic opportunity for 
them to do so."” 

Swank said he thought that 
perhaps the increase in public 
service employment through 
federal programs may help 
bring needed work.

Leo and Avery Schermer, op- 
erators of Schermer’s, Madison 
County's largest independent 
supermarket, told the Press-

with the recent price freeze or- 
der should pose no problem to

“This is the law of the land,” 
Avery Schermer, said, ‘and 
whether you like it or not,-the 
proper attitude is ‘we will 
obey.” Naturally, competition 
will continue \to prevail; while 
many prices will remain frozen 
at their ceilings, we expect to 
continue ofering many values 
every week at prices far be- 
low.”
